Health Care & Medical Treatment 


-Provision of a Medical AIDS Specialist/Infectious Disease Doctor 

Upgrading prison infirmaries for state licensing to provide acute care 

eDaily sick calls, weekly monitoring of PWA's, monthly physicals for HIV+ inmates to 
include pap smears for women, and biannual gynecological exams for all women inmates 
“Full access to AZT, ddl, ddc, aerosolized pentamadine, and all other medications 
established as standards of care for opportunistic infections and anti-viral treatment. 
including required monitoring 

*Full access to Phase II & Phase III non-placebo clinical drug trials conducted outside the 
prison, investigational new drugs (IND's) and compassionate use drugs 

Cease lock-outs that restrict usage of toilet and hygiene facilities for HIV+ inmates 
-Thorough investigation and correct documentation of HIV+ inmate deaths 
Nutritious meals and special diets for HIV+ inmates 

«Full access to AZT, ddl, ddc, aerosolized pentamadine, and all other medications 
established as standards of care for opportunistic infections and anti-viral treatment, 
including required monitoring 

*Full access to Phase II & Phase Ill non-placebo clinical drug trials, investigational new 
drugs (IND's) and compassionate use drugs 

All medical staff to be licensed to practice in the United States 

“All required HIV+ medications and adequate pain medications be kept on prison 
grounds 

*MTAs present around the clock 

*Proper follow-up for all diagnosed disorders 

‘Immediate M.D. visits for all inmates upon finding positive HIV status 

«Establish policy of compassionate release or medical parole 


HIV/AIDS Education & Prevention 


Safer sex education for all inmates = staff

+A comprehensive and effective substance abuse and drug rehabilitation program for all 
inmates and staff 
«Distribution of and access to dental dams and condoms for all inmates and staff 
*Experienced and AIDS literate counselor to be readily available to all HIV+ inmates 


Restoration of Rights to HIV+ Inmates 


“Family Living Unit (FLU) Visits for HIV+ inmates to include all family members, particularly 
life-partners and all children 

*No forced segregation of HIV+ inmates which results in violation of the right to privacy 
‘No forced segregation of HIV+ inmates which results in inappropriate grouping of 
maximum and minimum security inmates 

Full access to all classes and schooling provided the general population for HIV+ 
inmates 

*No delays in processing and classification of HV+ inmates which denies access to prison 
services, facilities and privileges 

*Full access to recreational facilities for HIV+ inmates 

*No mandatory wearing of face masks for HIV+ inmates
